SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, July 31, ’99. 
The railway subsidies are down and 
the end of the session is in sight. 
Prorogation is expected on Saturday 
next, and is almost certain to take 
place either in the latter end of this 
week or the beginning of next. The 
end jis being reached not more be- 
ganse the business is all down than 
because the hope of an increase of 
indemnity has faded from the view of 
the more talkative members. There 
is very little doubt that a consider- 
able part of the interminable and pur- 
posless talk of some of the members 
of the opposition came from a desire 
to so lengthen the session as to cause 
a general demand for an increased 
indemnity. It is rumored that a 
suggestion of increase was met with 
final-refusal by the government. This 
stand by the government will no 
doubt tend to shorten future sessions 
The railway and bridge subsidies 
aggregate $5,540,295, bringing the 
total vote for the now current year up 
to $60,046,188. This should relieve 
the apprehensions of the many 
patriotic citizens, the grits might 
ruin the country by not spending 
money freely enough if they attained 
power. 
The subsidies include $3,200 a mile 
to the Edmonton, Yukon & Pacific 
railway company (Edmonton district

The largest and most important 
subsidy goes to Mann & Mackenzie on 
their Rainy river railway. They get 
a former grant of $3,200 a mile for 
86 miles increased to $6,400 a mile. 
Alse a grant of $3,200 a mile for 70 
miles from Fort Francis to the mouth 
of Rainy river. Also $6,400 a mile 
for 140 miles from Stanley station on 
the P. A. D. & W. railway to Fort 
Francis. Total on the Rainy river 
railway scheaie $1,632,000. This 
scheme is also bonused by the Ontario 
and Manitoba goveruments. On their 
Canadian Northern scheme (formerly 
the Dauphin and Hudsons Bay rail- 
way) they get $3,200 a mile for 100 
miles from Swan river towards Prince 
Albert. 

In the case of the Rainy river the 
Canadian Northern and the Edmon- 
ton and Yukon railways, which are 
links in the chain of a new railway 
from Lake Superior to the Pacific, pro- 
jected by Mackenzie & Mann, pro- 
vision is made that the companies 
cannot amalgamate with any other 
railway company, nor lease the lines 
of any other company, nor lease their 
lines to any other cc mpany. 

All the railways subsidized must be 
completed within four years from the 
Ist of August next. Specifications 
and location of lines are subject to the 
approval of the government. 

“The governor-in-council may at 
all times provide and securé to other 
companies running powers, traffic 
arrangements and all other rights as 
will afford to all railways connecting 
with those subsidized reasonable and 
proper facilities in exercising such 
running powers, fair and reasonable 
trafic arrangements with connecting 
companies, and equal mileage rates 
between all such connecting railways, 
and the governor-in council sha!l have 
absolute control at all times over the 
rates and tolls to be levied and im- 
posed by any of the companies or upon 
any of the railways so subsidized.” 

The companies must carry without 
further charge men, supplies, material 
and mails over their subsidized line at 
such rate as may be approved by the 
government up to 3 per cent per year 
on the amount of the subsidy received. 

A willion dollars is granted to- 
wards a railway bridge across the St. 
Lawrence at Quebec.

AT SYLVESTER’S LANDING. 

A letter, dated June 17th, and re- 
ceived here from Chas. McCallum 
mentions the safe arrival of himself 
and partner at Sylvester’s Landing. 
They started over with horses, but 
had toturn back and leave them at 
the camp on account of high water. 
They went up the Black river to 
catch beaver, but fur was scarce and 
they caught only four. Aman named 
Jim Butler, of the Jones party, was 
drowned in Cranberry rapids through 
the tracking line breaking. Mr. Jones 
brought his horses by trail to Sylves- 
ter’s Landing and sent his pemmican 
by boat. Mansfield brought five 
head of oxen through and Gillis Bros. 
four. About half of the horses died. 
The H. B. Co. men stated that the 
past winter was the hardest they had 
experienced in the country. Mr. Mc- 
Callum states that he and his partner 
seem to be very lucky as they came 
through with eight horses. They. also 
killed eight moose, five of which they 
gave to the Texas party. They also 
sold two bear skins and have a black 
fox pelt which they are keeping. 
They expect that strikes will be made 
in the country during the coming 
season. The H. B.Co. has received 
$19,000 in checks for parties in the 
vicinity. Mr. McCallum and _ his 
partner return in the morning to their 
winter camp with 80 lb. packs, and 
will try prospecting again. Jack 
Graham with two others had started 
for Atlin lake. Dan McRae was last 
heard of at Glenora. 


LESSER SLAVE LAKE. 
Correspondence, 

This important village must not be 
passed by without due notice, as there 
has been a wonderful growth since the 
Klondike boom. First, allow me to 
describe the village or post, as it is 
commonly called. It is situated at 
the west end of Lesser Slave lake and 
is on the northeast and-north shore of 
Hart river (called the narrows) and 
Buffalo lake and extends along the 
shore nearly ten miles. Its citizens 
are composed of Indians, half-breeds, 
French and a conglomerate mixture 
of faint hearted (or tenderfeet) Klon- 
dikers, who would not go further on 
account of the trails not being ma- 
cadamized. We could not enumerate 
the nationality of these people. Life is 
too short. The principal stores are 
the Hudson’; Bay Co. and Larue & 
Picard. There are a number of other 
smaller stores and trading posts, 
which have followed up the boom, and 
are now like Micawbar, in David 
Copperfield, waiting for something to 
turn up, [perhaps treaty.| There are 
two churches and schools. The Eng- 
lish mission in charge of Rev. White; 
The Catholic mission presided over 
by his lordship Bishop Clute. There 
are two eawmills and grist mill. 
The population is about three hundred, 
one hundred being disgruntled Klon- 
dikers and freetraders and the est 
(with the exception of about twenty- 
five Indians) are half-breeds It is 
|very aniusing to see the mixture at 
public gatherings. And there are 
a few holidays celebrated in good 
royal style. The Queen’s birthday, 
May 15th, was a gala day here. 
Horse racing and foot racing, both 
male and female taking active parts 


shine.” Tor instance a ntled 
Klondiker, with white collar ecl 
to his grey or black flanne! shirt, red 
necktie, hair parted in the middle, 
swinging a dusky belle in the qua 
drille or still more amusing dsncing 
the Red River jig. Really, we saw 
one fellow rubbing a le on the 
soles of his brogans so he could glide 
more smoothly and gracefully. It is 


worth the cost of a trip to the far |. 


northwest to see all this. Then, too, 
there are ‘mashers,” and when they 
step out the poor breeds bave to take 
a back seat. These same mashers have 
introduced the waltz and schottish, so 
they can more deliberately encircle 
the waits of the dusky maidens an 

waltz to their heart’s content. This 
leads to many disturbances and figh' . 
Of course the young breeds are furious, 
but as they are nut in it, there is 
nothing left themto do. Some of the 
presents given by the Klondikers to 
their native friends here are decidedly 
amusing. Among the list might be 
mentioned tooth brushes, a box of 
Lydia Pinkham’s pik pills, and a 
bottle of pain killer. One young 
Englishman fell in love with a half- 
oreed girl, and she: says, promised to 
marry her on his return from the 
mountains. She showed us his bible 
he gave to her, together with photos of 
his father, mother, brother and _ sister 
and their home in England. On the 
fly-leaf was written “dear Mary,” (her 
name) and a message to her to not 
forget him, but love him fondly and 
truly until his return. We tol her 
he would never return, and she gave 
us a look of scorn at such a remark, 
and said “Charley, he good man, he 
love Mary ; he good astum (come here) 
and marry Mary.” £o the dusky 
maiden awaits his coming. We could 
enumerate others awaiting the return 
of the monias, but those we have 
mentioned will give to the reader 
sufficient ideas of society life among 
the lakes and muskegs of the north.

(CONTINUED FROM LAST IssUB. ) 

“But,” you may say, “these people 
will not come in iarge numbers.” Let 
me inform the house, on that point. 
The Galician population—that is, the 
class of who belong to the 
Little Russian race, from whom these 
immigrants ee about 


population are Poles, Germans and 
Jews, The Galicians are the servile, 
or lower, stratum of the country. 
They are the subject race, and are 
‘being crowded out by the Germans. 
It became a question whether the 
‘Germans or the Galicians should get 
out. The paramount authority in 
‘that country is the government of 
Austria, and the paramount authority 
in the government of Austria is Ger- 
man. It does not need, then, much 
figuring to show that, when it came 
to be a question of the German or the 
Galician getting out, the backing of 
the Austrian government was to re- 
tain the German and send out the 
Galician. That is how we get the 
Galician immigration so easily, be- 
cause the government of that country 
is not only willing but anxious, that a 
considerable number of  Galicians 
should leave in order to make room 
for the increase of German population. 
With @ population of something like 
3,000,000 People to draw from, the gov- 

’ whom is anxiors that 
mos’, if not all, of them should leave, 
we stand in danger of having such an 
influx of population from that coun- 
try that our Northwest civilization 
will be overwhelmed; and I stand 
here to-day to call the attention of 
the government and the house to that 
fact. There is not only a population 
of 3,000,000 of this race in Galicia, 
but a large part of the population of 
southern Russia is of the same race, 
what is called the Little Russian, and 
we have no reason to believe that if 
the immigration from Galicia becomes 
very large, there will not be an 
additional immigration from southern 
Russia, where the conditions are very 
similar. So that we stand in danger 
of having a greater number of these 
people than we can handle and as- 
simulate and who will control us in- 
stead of our controlling them. We 
have not reached that pitch yet, and 
have not suffered serious loss in the 
main. But there is no use in waiting 
until we do suffer serious and irrepar- 
able loss. It is desirable that we 
should recognize the posi.ion in which 
we stand and take our measures 
accordingly. We have not suffered 
serious loss, but have suffered loss It 
is said tnat the people setile where 
other people will not, but in my part 
of the countrw they settle where other 
peopie have settled and where other 
people would settle in larger numbers, 
were it not for them. In fact, where 
these people have settled, the tendency 
of others is to move away. 

An hon member, Why? 

Mir. Oliver. Because they are not 
desirable neighbors. I am sorry I 
cannot agree in all that has been said 
so favorably of them and do not wish to 
paint them in unduly dark colors, but 
feel bound to state the facts as they 
exist in my part of the country, at all 
avents. I have inquired whether any 
settlers have moved away on account 
of the proximity of these people, and 
have the best authority for saying 
that they have. People who were on 
the lands before the Galicians came, 
when the Galicians did come, and 
they saw no prospect of other settlers 
of their own race, nationality, ideas, 
civilization and progress coming, left 
their places. Some went to the 
States, and some to other settlements. 
That occurred in two Galician settle- 
ments in that part of the country. 
One swallow does not make a summer 
and one instance does not make a 
general condition. But I give you 
the actual facts which speak for them- 
selves. People have left their places 
because the Galicians came in and 
settled near them. These other 

le are the pioneers and not the 
Galicians, but the latter came in and 
had the advantage of the experience 
of the others. They settled in places 
which ‘were considerec desirable for 
settlement by other people and would 


be settled by such people were it not 
for the fact that the Galicians came 


there. It is not necessary that they 
should occupy every quarter-section 
in order to keep other people out. 
They have taken up a tract of country 
about 25 miles in length, and there no 
other settlers will go, although the 
Galicians have not cccupied every 
quarter-section. While we have not 
suffered very serious loss so far, I 
would not be doing justice to the dis- 
trict I represent wero I not to place 
before this house and government the 
fact that there is danger, very serious 
danger, to the settlement of the North- 
west, and particularly that part of the 
country, from the inerease of the 
Galicians. Isay so particularly be- 
cause that district has the honor of 

e largest sbare of the settlement of 
these people. They seem to think 
iat we have the most desirable coun- 
‘ry, for they are coming in there in 
increasing numbers. I understand 


that there are members from other 
sections who hold views different from 
those I have expressed. Tam willing 
o let everybod? speak for himself, but 
I would respectively suggest to the 

Northern Alberta 


g0Vernment that in 


ices udieciete action ere 
: similate at present, and if 
the hon. minister of the interior can sug- 
gest any policy whereby these people 
can be directed to the localities repre- 
sented by these other gentlemen who 
desire them so much, I have no objec- 
tion to that being done. But do not 
send them to Northern Alberta, fur 
we have all we can successfully deal 
with at preserit. In fact, I feel that 
we have a little more than we can 
successfully deal with, and I would be 
very glad to have them-sent to the 
county of Fronténac or the city of St. 
John or the district of Saskatchewan, 
or any other place where their pres- 
ence is desired, where there is a field 
for them and where they will fill a 
long-felt want. But we do not want 
them at Edmonton, for we are already 
fully supplied. 

‘You ask where are we to get le 
to fll up the Northwest. er ate 
over the United States census a few 
minutes ago, and I found that in 1890 
there were in the. United States 980,- 
938 native-born Canadians. Of thee 
678,442 were English and 302,496 
French. There were of Canadian 


i; descent in the United States at that 


time 1,700,943 people. If it is true 
that there were in 1890 about 1,000,- 
000 native-born Canadians in the 
United States, if my calculation is 
good for anything, it means that there 
has been an overflow of population 
from Canada tothe United States of 
not less than 30,000 a year for 30 
years. Where, then, can we find a 
better field from which to draw immi- 
gration to the Northwest than right 
in Canada itself, right in the older 
provinces? I know that that was 
contrary’ to the policy cf the late gov- 
ernment, as it is to the policy of the | 
present government, but is it not | 
worth trying to get some of that 
30,000 a year to go to the Northwest. 
You may say that it is just as easy 
for Canadians to go to the Northwest 
as people from the United States. 
Unfortunately, that ‘is not the case. 
A men from the United States gets 
his passenger fare at a cent a mile 
over the railways and low rates of 
freight. The Canadian pays more for 
his passage to the Northwest and 
more for freight on his goods and 
effects than men from the United 
States, so that there is discrimination 
against the Canadian going to his own 
country. That is one reason which 
accounts for the overflow of 30,0000 a 
year from Canada to the United 
States. These Canadians are the 
people who will settle the Northwest 
better than other people, who will 
make more out of the resources of the 
country, who will furnish ‘the most 
fieight for the railways, who will do 
most to build up and strengthen our 
civilization and nation ; and instead 
of the people of the eastern country 
setting their faces against the imwi- 
gration of their own countrymen to 
the Northwest, it is in the last degree 
to their interest to do everything 
they can to send them there because 
if they do not go there, the records 
show they go to the United States.
